TË SEPTEMBER 1939 . 
Whereas it is necessary further to atend the law relating to explosive substances 
It is hereby enacted as follows: --

6. Any person wlio by the supply of or solicitation for money, the providing of pre 

mises ,the supply of materials, or in any manner whatever, procures,

counsels, aids, abets, or is accessory to , the commission of any 
alectore.

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 2 of the Defence of Travancore 
Proclamation , 1115 , the Government of His Highness the Maharaja is pleased to make 
the following Rulez for the purpose of giving effect to the provisions of the said 
Proclamation , 


THE DEFENCE OF TRAVANCORE RULES.

Preliminary, 
Short tice. 

1. These Rulesmay be called the Defence of Travancore Rules. 
Detigitious 

2. la these Rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the 

subject or context,-- 
( 1) " enemy" meaps any person or State al war with His Majesty : 

( 2) " enemy territory means any area which is under the sovereignty of, or 
administered by , or for the time being in the occupation of, a Slate at war with His 
Majesty, but does not include any area in the occupation of His Majesty or of a State 
allied with His Majesty ; 

(3 ) " notified" and " notification " mean notified and notification respectively in 
the Travancore Government Gazette ; 

(4 ) " Proclamation " means the Defence of Travancore Proclamation. 1115 ; 

(5 ) prescribed " means prescribed by any order, direction or regulation made 
or given in purzuance of any of these Rules; 

(6 ) "prohibited place " meana a prohibited place as defined in sub-section ( 8 ) 
of Section 2 of the Travancore Official Secrets Act, I of 1115 ; 

(7) protected place" means a place declared under rule 7 to be a protected 
place ; 

(8 ) " protected area means an area declared under rule 8 to be a protected 
area ; 

(9 ) " public acrvant" includes any public servant as defined in the Travancoro 
Penal Code and any servantof any local authority or railway administration ; 

(10 ) " requisition " means in relation to any property to take possession of the 
property or to require the property to be placed at the disposal of the requisitioning 
authority : 

(11) " war ineana any war in which "His Majesty mayor the time being be 
engaged . 

3. (1) The Travancore General Clarges Act, 1072, shall apply to the interpret

(2) Any reference in these Rules to the forces , vessels , aircraft, servants, 
gubjects or prisoners of war of His Majesty shall, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context, be deemed to include the forces, vessels, aircraft servants, 
subjects or prisoners of war , asthe case may be of Travancore, of any part of I lis Majesty s 
dominions, of any territories under the protection or suzerainty of His Majesty and of 
any State in alliance with His Majesty . 

( 3 ) Any reference in these Rules to the master of a vessel or the pilot of an 
aircraft shall be construed as including a reference to the person for the time being in 
charge of the vessel or aircraft, as the case may be. 
4. No prohibition, restriction or disability imposed by or under these Rules shall 

apply to anything done by or under the direction of any member of

His Majesty s forces or any public servaut acting in the course of 
hia duty as such member of public savagt. 
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5. If any person to whom any provision of these Rules rclates, or to whom any 

order made in pursuance of these Rules is addressed or relates, or

6 (1) No person shall without the permission of the Government enter or be on

(2 ) Whcrc in pursuance of sub-rule ( 1) any person is granted permission 10 
cater, or to be on or in, or to pass over, a prohibited place, that person shall, while 
acting under such permission , comply with such orders for regulating his conduct as may 
be given by the Government.

(4 ) If any person is in a prohibited place in contravention of this rule then , 
without prejudice to any other proceedings which may be taken against him , he may 
be removed therefrom by any police officer or by any other person authorised in this 
bchalf by the Government. 

(5 ) If any person is in a prohibited place in contravention of any of the pro 
visions ofthis rule, he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a terms which may ex 
tend to three years and shall also be liable to fine. 
7. If the Government considers it necessary or expedient that special precautions 

should be taken to prevent the entry of unauthorised persons

Government shall take in respect of such person such action as may be lawful in like 
manner as if such person had been arrested within that State or Province. 

(6 ) When security has been taken in pursuance of the provisions of aub-rule 
(3.the bond sljall be deemed to be a bond taken under the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1067, by the District Magistrate having jurisdiction in the area in respect of which the 
said security has been taken and the provisions of section 392 of the said Code shall 
apply accordingly.
